A Sun Pillar,

An instance of this rare and beantiful
phenomenon, known as a sun pillar, was
seen by Miss Annie Les, of Lutterworth,
on the dth of March, 1502, just as the
sun was sinking behind a thick layer of
stratus clond. A bank of “dust haze”
formed & buckground to the clouds.
When the appearance woas first seen
about three-fourths of the solar disk was
below the edge of the clond bank. From
the upper part of the disk rose a vertieal
colnmn of light, resembling an inverted
obelisk, the tip resting on the vim of the
BT,

The column was about 5 degs, high,
and its upper end was lost in the clouds,
It was orange red in color below and
yellowish white above, The display
lasted for somae minutes after the sun
eank, but gradually faded away. The
pillar is sctnetitoes seen in the morming
above the rising san, and cccasionally
the conical end is upperinost, The phe-
nomenon has never been matisfactorily
explained, It has been saggested that
it resemiblance to an Egvptian obelisk
may be other than secidental.  The city
of (i, or Heliopalis, where these obelisks
were =0 numerons, was devoted to the
worship of the sun,—London Tit-Bits,
